Lord Byng, of Vimy 
| Dies After Operation 


A message from Thorpe-le-Soken, 
|Essex, Englard, says that the fa- 
' mous warrior in war and in peace, 
Field Marshal Julian Hedworth 
Byng, first Viscount Byng of Vimy, 
|\first commander of the Canadian 
Conps in the Great War and later 
Governor-General of Canada, died at 
{two o'clock last Thursday. He was 
72 years old. 

Death came to one of the Empire’s 
most dogged and gifted of fighters 
after a last-chance operation. Byng 
had been failing in health in recent 
years: He only a few 
months ago from another cure jour- 
ney to Canada and California. 

He developed acute abdominal 
symptoms Tuesday afternoon, said 
the official bulletin, and these made 
an immediate operation imperative. 
The operation was performed on 
Wednesday last. ‘Unhappily, heart 
failur® followed,” 
and the Field Marshal died today.

Provincial Sanitary 


Inspector On Visit 


The following is the report pre- 
sented to Council by the provincial 
sanitary inspectory (J. Butterfield) 
who was here on his inspection visit | 
a couple of weeks ego. 

May 21, 1935. 

REPORT RE: TOWN OF WAIN. 

On the above date, a general in-| 
spection of the town was carried out, | 
special attention being given to the 
various systems of sewage and waste | 
water disposal, and also to the

The diagnosis and treatment of 
disease are not based upon a sim- 
pte formula. Calling upon his know- 
ledge of medical science and his own 
p rsonal experience, the physician 
reaches a conclusion that is based 
upon a consideration of all the facts

his examination of the patient and 
the study of the condition. 

It is obvious that the opinion ex- 
pressed by a physician is a personal 
| one. For the simple reason that, as 
| human beings, members of the medi- 
‘cal profession vary as do other hu- 
man beings in their experience and 
their skill. It is not to be wonder- 
ed at that, in the very complicated 
treatment, 
(here are differences of opinion. 


fields. of diagnosis and 
| These differences are not so great 
as they may frequently appear to} 
be. It is quite possible that both o- 
'pinions are right because there is! 
often more than one way of success- 
fully treating a disease, and it is a 
‘question of personal judgment as to 
which of several is the best method 
to use in any one particular case. 

No medical practitioner claims to 
be infallible. Years of training sup- 
ply the foundation upon which each 
one builds. Continuous study keeps | 
the physician in touch with the new- 
er knowledge, and experience gives 
to him what he cannot obtain in 
any other way. Medicine is a sci-| 
ence and an art, but it is, above all 
else, a service to mankind.

BARLEY FOR GROWING PIGS 


—___ 


Feed supplies for hog production 
are scarce in a large part of the 


\ West this year. The supply of oats 


is limited, and the average quality 
for feeding purposes is low. Barley 
has long been recognized as a superi- 
or feed for fattening, but has, not 
been used extensively in the ration 
for growing hogs. The reason for 
this is probably due 'to a fear that 
barley fed at this time has a |'tend- 
ency to make the pig too short to 
qualify for the bacon grades. Feed- 
ing tests have been conducted at the 
Dominion Experimental’ Farm, 
Brandon, to determine the effect of 
heavy barley feeding on the resulting 
market hog, and to determine the 
economy of such a practice. 

During the summer of 1933, eighty 
pigs were developed fram an average 
weight of forty pounds to finished 
weight on a basic meal ration of sev- 
enty per cent barley and thirty per 
cent oats. Seven groups of ten pig’ 
each fed tankige addition 
to the meal ration in amounts vary- 
ing {rcm one to ten per cent. One 
group was fed ithe meal ration of 
barley and oats without the tankage 
supplement. The

pigs were fed in small fenced lots 
Without pasture. The average gain 


made by the eighty pigs was slight- 
ly more than a pound and a quarter 
daily for the whole feeding period. 
The rate of gain varied with the dif- 
| ferent groups in accordance with the 
amount of tankage fed. There were 
no ill effects during ‘the growing 
period resulting from heavy barley 


feeding, and over seventy-five per. 
cent of the hogs graded “bacon” 
or “select’’ when marketed. 

A further feeding test was  con- 


ducted during the winter of 1933-34 
to compare rapidity and economy of 
gains with light and heavy barley 
feeding. This test was 
from the time the average weight 
of the pigs was less than forty 
pounds until they were up to mar- 
ket weight. The ration including two 
parts of barley and one part of oats 
p.oduced fourteen per cent more ra- 
pid gains with seven per cent less 
feed than when two-thirds of oats 
and wone-third of barley were used. 

With both rations six per cent of 


Neesecg and an allowance of three 


pounds of milk per pig daily were 
fed. There was no difference in the 
effect of the two rations on the type 
of the resulting market hog. Insuffi- 
cient evidence is available to indi- 
cate the maximum amount of barley 
‘that is safe to include in the ration 
for growing pigs. The amounts in- 
dicated above have given satisfac- 
tory results in tests so far conduct- 
ed. 

From the standpoint of feed pro- 
duced per barley excels oats. 
The average yield of barley in Cana- 
da during the past twelve years was 
24 bushels per acre and the average 
yield of oats for the same _ period 
was 30 bushels.

ern Canada, as well as an ever-pre- 
sent reminder of the tragedy of the 
| conditions these blunders’ have 
brought about. 

The Canadian people could be ex- 
cused these wild and costly efforts 
to secure foreign markets, were it 
not for the fact that right by our 
side—our next door neighbor—is the 
wealthiest nation in the world, with 
130 millions people, our own flesh 
and blood, the great majority of 
whom are anxious to do business 
with us.

With a liberal government in 
power at Ottawa, and the Roosevelt 
administration at Washington, it re- 
quires but little imagination to pic 
ture what wonderful prospects the 
future holds for both countries.

What is meant by “purgatory”? and 
who are there? “Purgattion” means 
to “cleanse” or “make pune”; and 
the supposed “purgatory” is  pre- 
sumed to be a place for the cleans- 
ing of men from their sins, so that 
when a sinner dies he might be 
cleansed after being dead.
